*  The  causes  of  death  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General,  are  for  the  first 
time  sub-divided  into  age  groups.  L±9f°  of  deaths  occurred  over  the  age  of  75, 
but  you  will  notice  the  greater  death  rate  for  males  at  all  ages,  under  75. 

The  main  causes  of  death  are  coronary  heart  disease  (79)  cancer  (52)  other 
heart  disease  (4-9)  and  vascular  lesions  in  the  central  nervous  system  (50).  This 
correlates  with  the  national  picture.

IMMUNISATION 


The  level  of  immunisation  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough 
and  tetanus,  given  together,  to  babies,  is  high.  A  booster  dose 
against  diphtheria  and  tetanus  is  given  just  before  or  after  school 
entry . 

Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  also  attains  a  high  level. 
The  record  of  persons  given  vaccination  is  somewhat  complex  because 
of  the  change  over  from  Salk  (injections)  to  Sabin  (oral)  vaccine. 

Vaccination  against  smallpox  is  at  a  low  level,  partly  due  to 
the  high  peak  attained  last  year  with  cases  of  smallpox  in  South 
Wales,  and  other  areas  of  England.

On  the  1st  October  1963,  the  regulations  came  into  force, 
requiring  all  meat  to  be  inspected  within  a  few  hours  of  slaughter. 
The  meat  is  then  stamped  by  a  mark  which  identifies  the  inspector. 
This  enables  any  carcase  to  be  traced  back  to  the  slaughterhouse, 
and  inspector  who  saw  it.  The  three  inspectors  are  qualified  to 
do  this  work.  Payment  is  made  at  the  maximum  rate,  by  the  owners 
of  the  slaughterhouses,  for  each  carcase  inspected.  There  has  been 
an  increase  of  700  carcases  inspected,  over  the  1962  figures.  The 
following  table  shews  the  details  of  the  inspections  made.

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CONCLUSION 


It  is  a  little  difficult  to  comment  on  the  events  of  1963, 
not  having  taken  up  my  appointment  until  1964. 

First  of  all,  I  would  like  to  pay  tribute  to  Dr.  Willoughby, 
for  his  services  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  Long  Ashton 
Rural  District  Council. 

1963  seems  to  have  been  a  year  of  steady  progress,  as  shewn 
by  the  extensions  of  water  supply,  an  increase  in  meat  inspection 
and  by  the  work  done  to  bring  caravan  sites  up  to  standard,  to 
quote  but  a  few  examples. 

Probably,  the  most  important  item  this  year  was  the  scheme 
submitted  for  drainage  of  the  Yeo  Valley.  This  was  the  subject 
of  a  Public  Inquiry  in  December.  ¥e  now  know  that  the  main  scheme 
is  approved  and  that  the  final  method  of  disposal  of  sewage  (the 
subject  of  controversy)  is  being  decided  by  this  Council  and 
Clevedon  Council,  other  interested  parties  being  consulted.  Next 
year,  I  am  sure,  I  shall  be  able  to  report  considerable  progress 
in  this  scheme. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Staff 
for  their  help  and  considerable  amount  of  work  which  has  gone  into 
compiling  this  report.
